Applicant has argued that Banerjee does not reasonbiy teach or suggest a portable electronic device, but admits that Banerjee teaches 
mobile elctronic device (Remarks Pg.10). Applicant further argues that Banerjee does not teach wirelessly communication with separate 
access device (taught by Banerjee: Figure 1a. Element 1 14. 101). emulation data to emulate an electronic apparatus (taught by Banerjee 
'181: Figure 1a, Element 111; Col. 11, Lines 15-23), communication of the emulation data to access device as RF controller (taught by 
Banerjee '181: Figure lb, Element 1 14b). As shown Banerjee teaches all the argued limitation. 

Claimi Is merely recited with no supporting arguments. No new argument, evidence or amendment is made in support for the argued 
claim 1. Examiner finds the argument to be unpersuasive and the rejection is maintained. 

No argument was made for claims 12, 20 & 29 and they remain rejected likewise.
